Lydia Y. Kirk, Executrix of the Estate of Katherine N. Kirk, stated that thie
groperﬁy wae held in trust and there were no funds from whioh any asseesment could

e paid;

Miss Olga Maxtley, representing Johanne and 0. F. Rumpel, stated that they werxe
financlially unable to pay for the paving on a forty-six foot street;

on Nuegeg Stzeet fronm Iwentv~-fifth io Iwentve~gighth Streata

, Thos. F. Taylor, representing the Seten Infimmary, etated that they were fi-
nancially.unable to pay for the paving, and protested ageinst the giving of part
of their property for the widening of the street without compensation for same;

y Dr. 0. B. Weller stated that the City should compensate him for the portion
of his property to be taken in the widening of the street;

Mrs., A, W, Fly protested againat the widening of the street to forty-six feet,
but stated that ehe was willing to pay for the paving at ite present width;

P Eok Martin protested against the widening of the street and the cutting down
o reep.

Written protests from J. W. Oalhouh, Mrs. Jodle B. Roberdeau end Mrs. Noyea
Darling 8mith against the cutting down of the large trees on Nueces Street for
the purpose of widening the street were read.

¥o other property ovners or interested parties desiring to be heard, Oounocil-

man Pannell moved that the hearing on the above streete be continued . Motion was

seconded by Councilman Mueller, and same preveiled by the following vote: Ayes,
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Mayor MoFadden, Oounailmen Mueller, Pannell, and Bteok, U4; nays, none; Qounocilman Reed
abgent.

We, the members of the Safety Oommittee of the Oity of Austin, have inves-
tigated fne application of Ireland 8. Graves , owner of Lot 32, Block 20, in
the Louie Horst Addition for a permit to consfruct a drive-in #illing etationm,
or drive=in business establishment on said lot on 19th B8treet east of the alley
which lles between University and Whitie Avenues.

We, the Bafety Qommittee, recommend that said permit be granted subject
to the following oconditions:

(1) Thet all buildings and equipment shell be placed inside of the property
line, correct lines to be obtained before congtruction starts, or equipment
inetalled. Lines and grades to Pe obtained from the Oity Engilneering Depart-
ment for entrancee and driveways, building planeg to be approved by the Oity
Building Inspector.

(2) That the grades of the alley as eet forth on the accompanying plan, Nume
ber 2-H=61, shall be strictly adhered to.

(3) That gasoline storage tanks and punps and equipment used in conneotion
therewith shall be of an approved type, and ghell bear the label of the Nation=-
al Boerd of Pire Undexwriters. All equipment to e installed in compliance
with Oity and Btate regulations governing suoh insetallaticns, All ecquipment
to Pe ingpected and approved before heing placed in gervice.

(4) That ceiling of that portion of the building that extends over driveways
shall be ocovered with metal. Bupports for portion extended over drivewayes 1o
be suprorted by briok or reinforced concrete pillars.

(5) That gasoline pumpe and other equipment used in oconneotion with the opera-
tion of a %asoline £4illing station shall be go located that ocare recelving ser-
vice therefrom will not in any way obstruct the sidewalk, street o alleyway.
The pumpe shall be at least ten (10) feet inside the property line and all
equipment shall be not lesse than thirty (EO) feet from adjoining reeidence.That
the length of all water hose shall be suoh that any water leaking from same
ocan not reach the Qlity sidewalk area and that the length of all gasoline hose
shall be such that a car desiring servioce can not be served while any portion
of said car 1g on the QOity sidewalk aresa.

(6) That eleotrioc lights only ehall be used for lighting purposes, and all
eleotrio wiring shall be done in compliance with regulations govarn{ng the
w1r1n§ of gapoline filling stations, and shall be approved by the Olty Eleo=-

trical Department .

(7) That "NO SMOKING" signs shall be displayed at all times and no person
shall be permitted to smoke or have any open flame on premises where gasoline
is s0ld or stored.

{8) That there ghall be kept in an accessible place at all times, a chemical
fire extinguisher for emergency uae.

(9) That the grades of the station shmll be such that no waste olle or water
or any floor washing shall ever pass over the ¢ity sidewalk area and that all
of said oils and water shall be concentrated into a combined grease and sand
trap whioch shell be constructed in accordance with our standard plan 2-H-U§,
shall be oonducted by a pipe connection from said sand trap to the nearest
city storm sewer at the expense of the eppllcant, whether said nearest storm
gewer connection be on other privately owned property of the applioant or
whethexr seld storm sewer connection be at the corner of Unlverslty Avenue and
Twentieth Btreet. Before commencement of any construction the applicant shall
apply to the Oity Engineer for an estimate of the cost of that portion of the
storm sewer which will have to be built within any city street or amlley and
shall deposit in escrow a esum equal to said estimate with the Oity Finance Di-
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(10) That all ad%aoent walks, ramps, gutters and ocurbs shall be oconstruoted of con=-
orete before the station is used.

(11) Thet the epplicant shall construct all rampe, gutters and ourbe and alley pave
ing in acoordancs with plan number 2-H=61, which plan is hereby made & part of thie
resolution. The alley paving shall be oonstructed in accordance with the design and
specifiocations approved by the 0ity Engineer, whioh eclifiocations will have the fol=,
lowing minimum requirements: eslley paving shall be not leas than 6" thick of ocnorete
composed of one part cement, two parte sand and four parte gravel; that reinforoement
shall be glaoed in sald pavement slab wheraver required by the 0ity Englneer.
